__ M. Bullard as President and James E. Parmenter as Clerk. 


MAYOR SMITH's ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Councils :— 

In accordance with the established custom, it becomes my 
duty to make a few recommendations relative to the duties of the 
respective offices which we to-day assume. I shall not now 
attempt to make any extended suggestions but shall mention only 
those matters which I consider most important with the view of 
making further suggestions and recommendations when I shall 
have become better acquainted with my duties and the needs of 


the various departments of the City Government. 


THE FINANCES 


of the city, interests all alike. Our bonded debt on the first day 


of this month stood as follows: 


Water bonds (old issue) $108,500 
Of which was paid that day 4,000 
Leaving now outstanding 104,500. 
Gratuity and sewer bonds, 230,000 
New water loan, 3,7 ,000 
$371,500 

Deduct the value of income paying property aside from 
the water works, 375,500 


Leaving as debt above income paying property aside 


from the water works, 334,000 
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The net income of the water works for last*year was $11,453.- 
39, to which there will be in the future a steady annual increase. 
Upon the basis of the income of last year, $5,983.00 would be left 
after paying the interest on the old issue of water bonds and $4,- 
677.00 would be left after paying the interest on both the old and 
the new issue, which sum can be devoted to paying a portion of 
the interest on the other indebtedness. It is therefore evident that 
the water system, which also furnishes water free to the city for 
hydrant service and sewerage purposes, is no burden whatever to 
the tax-payer, whether living within the more thickly settled por- 
tion of the city or upon its border. | | 

It appears from the report of the special committee on water 
works that something remains to be done at the new reservoir, 
but I understand that of the appropriations made for that purpose 
enough remains in the treasury unexpended to put the new water 
system into perfect and efficient operation, without any additional 
appropriation by us. I would recommend, however, a small 
appropriation to be expended in the Spring in grading and 
erassing the slope of the new reservoir. In view of the fact that 
$4,000 of the water bonds have been paid this year and $47,500 
mature July rst, 1887, which should be provided for by taxation, 
I recommend that we neither increase nor diminish the existing 


sinking fund which is now $34,913.91. 


HIGHWAYS AND STREETS. 


From the printed report now ready for distribution, it appears 
that considerable money has been expended in constructing new 
streets and roads, and as so much has so-recently been done in 
that line, we may reasonably expect that our expenditures for that 
purpose will be light. But it will be our duty to see that our 
highways and streets are at all times in a good and safe condition 
and I recommend that careful attention be given to this most 


important department and a sufficient sum be appropriated and 
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expended upon our highways to improve their present fair condi- 
tion, and if after the tests of the Winter’s frosts and the Spring 
thaws the concrete sidewalks constructed last year prove to be as 
substantial and desirable as is now expected, I would recommend 
a continuance of the policy of extending them in other localities 
to a reasonable extent and the appropriation and expenditure of a 


seasonable sum for this purpose. 
WATER WORKS. 


It is a subject of congratulation that our city is now. abun- 
dantly supplied with water of excellent quality for all uses by our 
citizens and as a protection against fire. Having such abundance 
it would seem wise to extend the mains on localities where the 
additional rentals will pay a good income upon the outlay. This 
‘department is of such great importance to the city that care 
should be taken that its present energetic and careful manage- 


ment should be continued. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


The establishment of the electric light in the city, and its 
obvious ability in lighting large areas, leads to the suggestion that 
the contract with the Gas Light Company could with advantage 
be changed and a number of arc lights be substituted for gas 
lamps in Central Square and the business portion of the city. 

The other departments of the City Government to which I 
have not directly alluded are in a prosperous and efficient condi- 
tion and their affairs during the past year have been satisfactorily 
and economically administered, I believe. At present I know of 
no important changes to be made in them and have no sugges- 
tions to offer. | 

CONCLUSION. 
I have been called upon to assume the duties of this honorable 


office with comparative little knowledge and experience of their 
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requirements. I can only hope for an efficient, economical and 
satisfactory discharge of these duties through your cordial and 
intelligent assistance. This I feel sure you will give me and I 
shall at all times confidently rely upon it and cordially recip- 
rocate. To succeed one so eminently qualified in every respect 
to administer the city government as his Honor, my predecessor, 
is a delicate position in which to be placed. Therefore I shall 


need an unusual amount of indulgence on your part.

A JOINT RESOLUTION in relation to electric lights. 


Resolved by the City Councils of the City of Keene as fol- 
lows: 

That the Committee on Lamps and Lamp Posts be.and hereby 
are authorized to contract with the Keene Gas Light Co. for elec- 
tric street lights not exceeding seven in number, nor exceeding 
$100 per light per year, and the gas lights now in use done away 
with by these seven lights shall draw proportionately from gas 
bill, and appropriate the sum of five hundred dollars therefor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION relating to numbering of houses and 


places of business. 


Resolved by the City Councils of the City of Keene as fol- 
lows: 

That the Joint Standing Committee on Streets be authorized 
to procure such information as will enable them to properly 
number the houses, places of business, and prospective building 
lots in this city, and present a plan therefor at next regular meet- 
ing. 

That the expense incurred in the performance of this duty be 
paid from any available funds in the Treasury. 

Passed January 20, 1887. 
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AN ORDINANCE relating to the appointment of a Superin- 


tendent of the electric fire alarm and his duties. 


Be it ordained by the City Councils of the City of Keene as 
follows : 

Section 1. There shall be appointed by the Board of Mayor 
and Aldermen in the month of January, annually, or when a 
vacancy exists, a Superintendent of Fire Alarm, who shall hold his 
office for one year, or until his removal or the appointment of 
another in his stead. The Superintendent of Fire Alarm shall 
have the care and general supervision of all lines and apparatus 
connected with the fire alarm circuit belonging to the city. In 
the use of the alarm and sounding of calls therein, he shall be 
governed by the rules and regulations established by the engineers 
or by their order, unless otherwise instructed by the Mayor and 
Aldermen. 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent to keep 
the circuit and apparatus in good working order, at all times, and 
to promptly repair or renew all work or interruptions to the cir- 
cuit or the apparatus connected therewith. He shall see that all 
electric or other wires are kept at a safe distance from the fire 
alarm circuit. In cutting or removing such wires or other 
obstructions he shall act under the directions of the Mayor and 
Aldermen. All material and supplies needed for repairs and 
maintainance of the fire alarm he shall procure through the Com- 
mittee on Fire Department, who shall see that proper supplies for 
ordinary repairs and maintainance are kept on hand by the city. 
He shall carefully inspect all portions of the fire alarm circuit, 
and apparatus, in the months of April and September, annually, 
and report all repairs or changes needed, to the Committee on Fire 
Department. He shall inspect each fire alarm box, and test the 
same as often as once in each month, keeping a record of all such 
tests, with the date and number of the box tested. He shall 
make sure that all boxes are in order, after severe storms. He 
shall cause the circuit to be used on Saturday of each week, and | 
a box to be pulled in-at noon, as provided by the regulations. 
The boxes to be pulled, alternately, and a record be kept of the 
same. 


Passed February 3, 1887. 
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AN ORDINANCE relating to amending chapter 31 of the Re- 
vised City Ordinances. 


Be it ordained by the City Councils of the City of Keene as 
follows: 

That chapter 31 of the Revised City Ordinances is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 26. The Superintendent of the City Fire Alarm shall 
receive in full for his services, the sum of one hundred dollars per 
year, to be paid in quarterly payments. 

Passed February 3, 1887. 


A JOINT RESOLUTION relating to the Simmons and East- 
burn Funds. 


Resolved by the City Councils of the City of Keene as fol- 
lows: 

That the Treasurer be and hereby is authorized to draw from 
funds in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of thir- 
teen hundred dollars, the same being the amount of the Simmons 
Fund, and the sum of three hundred dollars, being the amount of 
the Eastburn Fund, now in said treasury, with interest on said 
sums since January 1, 1887, and to deposit the same in the Keene 
Guaranty Savings Bank in the name of the Treasurer of the City 
of Keene, there to remain to meet the demands upon the same 
until said funds or either of them be otherwise invested.

A JOINT RESOLUTION relating to relieving bondsmen of 
L. C. Doolittle, late City Clerk. 


Resolved by the City Councils of the City of Keene as fol- 
lows: 

That the City Solicitor be and hereby is authorized and di- 
rected to settle by compromise the several cases now pending in the 
Supreme Court in favor of said City of Keene against Lucius C. 
Doolittle, late clerk of said city, and William P. Chamberlain, 
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Alexander H. Grimes, Samuel O. Gates, Gardner C. Hill, John 
B. Fisher, Amos B. Heywood, and Daniel H. Sawyer, bonds- 
men of said Doolittle; provided said bondsmen allow judgment 
to be entered up in the sum of five dollars and taxable costs in 
each of said cases.

A JOINT RESOLUTION relating to additional fire alarm 


boxes. 


Resolved by the City Councils of the City of Keene as fol- 
lows: 

That the Committee on Fire Department be authorized to pur- 
chase five electric fire alarm boxes, and the same be connected 
with the circuit at such points as the committee and engineers may 
decide upon, and the sum of three hundred dollars is hereby 
appropriated therefor. 

Passed February 17, 1887. 


A JOINT RESOLUTION relating to the purchasing of water 

pipe. 

Resolved by the City Councils of the City of Keene as fol- 
lows: P 

That the Joint Standing Committee on Water Works be 
authorized to purchase a car load of cast iron water pipe, for the 
use of the city water works in case of needed repairs, and the 
sum of four hundred and twenty-five dollars is hereby appropria- 
ted to pay for said pipe. 

Passed February 17, 1887. 


AN ORDINANCE in relation to the numbering of buildings. 


Be it ordained by the City Councils of the City of Keene as 
follows : 
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Section 1. The Committee on Streets, subject to the orders 
‘and ordinances of the City Councils, shall from time to time as 
the convenience of the public may require, cause numbers in 
regular series to be fixed to or inscribed on all dwelling houses 
and other buildings or parts of buildings fronting on any street, 
alley or public place in said city; and shall also determine the 
form, size and material of such numbers, and the mode, place, 
succession and order of inscribing and affixing them on such 
houses or other buildings. The numbers shall proceed continu- 
ously from place of beginning, and each number shall be as nearly 
opposite its alternate as may be. The buildings fronting upon 
Central Square shall be numbered consecutively, beginning with 
Bank Block on the east side and numbering north to City Hall 
Block; thence west across the north side from Clarke’s Block 
to Court street; thence south across the west side from Lane’s 
Block to West street. The six streets radiating from Central 
Square, namely, Main, Roxbury, Washington, Court, Winter 
and West, to be numbered continuously from this point. Streets 
which are west of Main or Washington and parallel or nearly so 
with West, shall be numbered from east to west, and those lying 
east of Main or Washington and parallel or nearly so with 
Roxbury shall be numbered from west to east. Streets lying 
north of West or Roxbury and parallel or nearly so with Court or 
Washington shall be numbered from south to north, and those 
lying south of West or Roxbury and parallel or nearly so with Main 
shall be numbered from north to south. Ingaall streets -the odd 
numbers are to be placed on the right hand side, and the even 
numbers on the left hand side of streets. The reservation of a 
specified length of frontage for each number may be allowed to 
vary according to the location of the street. 

Sect. 2. A competent person shall be employed to prepare a 
book containing an outline map or tracing of each street in the 
city, with the houses thereon, together with the length of frontage 
allowed for each number distinctly indicated, so that each person 
can ascertain with convenience and certainty the number which 
belongs to each lot. This book to be kept with the City Clerk 
for reference and use of the city. 

Sect. 3. Any owner or occupant of any building or part of a - 
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building who shall neglect or refuse for sixty days to affix to the 
same the number designated by the Street Committee, or who 
shall affix to the same or retain thereon more than one day any 
number contrary to the direction of said committee, shall forfeit 
and pay a penalty of not less than one dollar nor more than twenty 
dollars for every such offence; and a like penalty for every day 
thereafter until the directions of said committee are complied 
with. ‘T’o secure uniformity of appearance and economy in price, 
the figures to be used at the present time and the affixing of the 
~same shall be furnished by contract; the owner of the building 
numbered to pay only the actual cost of the figures.*

A JOINT RESOLUTION relating to salaries of Board of 


Education. 


Resolved by the City Councils of the City of Keene as fol- 
lows: 

That the sum of fifteen dollars be paid to each member of the 
Board of Education of Union School District for services for the 
year ending March 1, 1887, out of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated. 

Passed March 17, 1887. 


A JOINT RESOLUTION relating to the numbering’of build- 
ings. 


Resolved by the City Councils of the City of Keene as fol- 
lows: 

That the Committee on Streets be authorized and are hereby 
instructed to carry into effect the provisions of ordinance relating 
to numbering of buildings. And the sum of five hundred dollars 
is hereby appropriated for that purpose. 

Passed March 17, 1887.

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A JOINT RESOLUTION relating to fire alarm box. 
Resolved by the City Councils of the City of Keene as fol- 


lows: 

That the Joint Standing Committee on Fire Department are 
hereby authorized and instructed to purchase a fire alarm box and 
properly connect the same with the fire alarm circuit at some 
point near the Blodgett place in West Keene. The sum of one 
hundred and fifty dollars is hereby appropriated for said purpose 
from any money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated.

A JOINT RESOLUTION relating to salary of Engineer, etc. 


Resolved by the City Councils of the City of Keene as fol- 
lows: 7 

That the salary of Engineer, Assistant Engineer, Fireman and 
Steward of the Steamer Company for the year commencing Jan- 
uary 1, 1887, be as follows, in addition to their regular pay as 
firemen: Engineer, $60; Assistant Engineer, $25; Fireman, 
$10; Steward, $50.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To fits Hlonor the Mayor and City Councils: 


I herewith submit the following report as Superintendent of 
Highways in the city of Keene, for the year ending December 1, 
1887. 

It has been a more difficult and expensive matter to keep the 
’ roads in good condition, owing to the large amount of snow and 
rain we have had the past year. ‘The expense of keeping the 
snow cleared from sidewalks and streets has been double what it 
was the two previous years. The hill roads in various parts of 
the city have been so washed by the heavy rains, as to cause an 
unusual outlay, especially Beech Hill. The bridge on the branch 
near Ellis mill, which was washed away, has been rebuilt and the 
same to the one near South Keene. 

There has been 925 loads of gravel taken from the city pas- 
ture and put upon the streets. There has been two new streets 
built. There has been the grading of 5,081 oad yards of walk for 
concrete at a cost of $762.16. 

There was also $1,600 of this year’s appropriation paid to 
_ Simpson Bros. for concrete walks laid in 1886.

Or $28.34 less than last year, the repair account having been 
somewhat increased by the large number of leaks and changes in 
pipe on Emerald and Roxbury streets. 

A large proportion of the abatements other than by ‘‘ orders 
on the city,” have been in cases of erroneous assessment or non- 
use where payments could not be compelled for the application 
of the refunding system—which in its practical working has little 
apparent utility beyond the pleasure it may afford those having 


claims to adjust in that way, and to the city officials engaged in 
the transaction—and as it tends to complicate accounts and increase 
the liability of errors, it may well be discarded whenever those 
interested have had enough of it; and some other changes might 
perhaps be advantageously made. , 

The construction account as given by the Superintendent does 
not include any expenditures of the Echo lake extension, which 
has not been under the supervision of the Water Board. 

The report of the sewer department as given by the Superin- 
tendent is complete and needs no comment. 

The matter of increased pipe capacity from the new reservoir 
to the city, as called for by a petition signed by many large tax- 
payers one year ago, should not be neglected, as, with present 
conditions, only about one-half the advantage of the new supply 
will be had in case of fire, while the daily service to patrons who 
desire the Roaring Brook water is impaired, particularly in the 
northerly part of the city. Another urgent reason for prompt 
action is likewise found in the many recent bursts of the rust-worn

and weakened pipes, upon which we are now dependent. ‘These 
have of late become alarmingly frequent, and with the liability of 
occurrence at times when a failure might prove very disadvan- 
tageous, if not positively disastrous, delay in this matter seems 
not only unwise but extremely hazardous. 

The ordinary business of the year, although subject to some 
peculiar conditions, has gone very well; the work undertaken has, 
been well done, and the condition of the works is as good as 
should be expected with attendant circumstances.

The connecting of Echo lake water supply with our works has 


given a very much better supply for our hydrants and mechanical 
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works, as the average pressure has been increased about ten 
pounds to the square inch. But the most serious trouble now is 
that the old pipes have become so weakened by rust that we have 
had during the past season an unusual number of leaks, making it 
apparent that the old cement pipes will have to be replaced before 
many years with cast iron. It is therefore very important that a 
plan should be made and adopted that will meet the future 
demand, so that when it becomes. necessary to replace or make 
any change, it may be done in accordance with such a plan. We 
have taken up this season, on Emerald and Roxbury streets, 212 
feet of old 6-inch cement pipe and replaced it with 6-inch cast 
iron pipe. The change made it necessary to reset two hydrants. | 
This improvement has made the repair account considerable more 
than it otherwise would have been; but think it is but the begin- 
ning of what will have to be done in the near future. 

Sylvan lake has been full, or nearly so, since spring; the 
water has only fallen seven inches below the overflow this sum- 
mer. The quality has been excellent, with the exception of a few 
days in May. That trouble was not the fault of the water in the 
lake as was supposed. The true explanation of the cause is that 
after we had commenced flushing the main pipe, and the water 
was thoroughly roiled, two of the blow-off gates were found to be 
out of repair, which caused a delay of about a week, but as soon 
as the flushing was completed the water was restored to the same 
quality as before. We have mended during the past year thirty- 
two leaks on the cement pipes. With this tendency of the pipes 
to burst, I cannot report the works in very good working condi- 
tion at the present time. 


SEWERS. 


As was reported last year, the large sewer mains and flush 
tanks have continued to. work very satisfactorily ; but several of 
the 6-inch lines have been obstructed by sand and roots getting 
into the pipes through faulty joints. The stoppages have occurred 
on Dunbar, Elliot, Church, East Main and Roxbury streets. 
The obstructions were removed from all of the lines but Roxbury 
street by flushing, without taking up but little pipe; but the pipe 
on Roxbury street was so filled with elm roots at the east end of

Gentlemen,-—In compliance with the ordinances of the city 
I herewith submit the annual report of the Keene Fire Depart- 
ment for the year 1887; also an inventory of the property of the 
department and a statement of alarms, fires, losses, ete. 

There have been nine box alarms during the year, Viz: 
four from box 32, and one each from boxes 16, 33, 9 and 53; also 
one caused by the breaking of one of the battery jars. ‘The ag- 
gregate loss at the fires to which the department has been called 
is $2,675.00, on which insurance has been allowed to the amount 
of $1,750.00 making the net loss over insurance allowed $925.00.

The fire department consists of six engineers and four com- 


panies of firemen, Steamer and Hose, Washington Hook and 


Ladder, Deluge and Phcenix Hose companies, each company 


containing twenty men. 


HOUSES. 


The Steamer house has been supplied with a larger heater, 
and is now in good condition. ‘The Deluge house has been re- 
paired and painted, and a coal stove for drying hose, etc., has 
been put in. These improvements were much needed. The 
houses of the Phecenix and Hook and Ladder remain as last year. 
The city can hardly afford to let another year pass without pro- 
viding better quarters for these companies. 


APPARATUS. 


There have been no changes since last year. I would recom- 
mend that the steamer hose carriage be sold. A sled of some 
kind should be provided at once for the Hook and Ladder, as it 
is very difficult to draw the truck through deep snow. 


HOSE. 


We have in the department 3,550 feet of cotton fabric hose in 


good condition, 100 feet of rubber hose, 1,700 feet of leather 


hose in fair condition, and about 500 feet of condemned leather 
hose.

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HORSES.

This is sufficient to take all the apparatus to a 
firé) Heretofore we have been obliged to depend upon the livery 
stables for horses, which often caused much delay. 


HYDRANTS. 
We now have 138 hydrants. Six were put in this year, but none 
near the park. One should be put in as recommended last year. 
SUPPLIES. 


The Committee on Fire Department has purchased 600 feet of 
rubber lined cotton fabric hose, seven ladders from 16 to 22 feet 
long, and two plaster hooks. 


UNIFORMS. 


The Hook and Ladder Co. has recently bought new uni- 
forms. All others remain as last year. 


FIRE ALARM. 


Our electric fire alarm has proved a success. Six new boxes 
have been added this year. 


CONDITION OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The department is in good working order and always responds 
promptly and cheerfully to all calls to duty. Just now there isa 
little trouble in the Phoenix, caused by some disturbing element 
in the company. Two men have been discharged and no doubt 
the usual good order will soon be restored. The discipline of the 
department is good.

LOCATION OF BOXES. 


Box 6, Central telephone office. 
Box 9g, Central Square, on city hall. 
' Box 13, Beaver Mills. 
Box 14, Water street, corner Grove street. 
Box 16, Main street, corner Marlboro’ street. 
Box 23, Roxbury street, corner Beech street. 
Box 32, Elm street, corner High street. 
Box 33, Washington street, corner Gilsum street. 
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Box 37, Mechanic street, corner Pleasant street. 
Box 42, West street, corner School street. 

Box 46, Court street, corner School street. 

Box 52, Cheshire Railroad repair shops. 

Box 53, Ralston street, corner Davis street. 
Box 72, West Keene. 


Each box when pulled strikes its number on all the bells in 
the circuit and repeats four rounds if properly pulled in. When- 
ever a box alarm is sounded, firemen will proceed dzrectly to the 
box pulled tn, unless sooner ascertaining the exact location of the 
fire. 

SIGNALS. 


The following signals were adopted by the Board of Engineers 
December 2, 1887. 

1. The Superintendent has the right to strike one blow upon 
the bells at any time, to test the circuits; also to ring in oxe 
round from any box, preceded by a single blow, exactly five 
minutes after the noon stroke, on Saturdays, for the purpose of 
testing the boxes.. 

2. The signal 22 repeated on the bells is to call the firemen 
to their houses for further orders. 

3. Two blows struck upon the bells after a fire alarm isa 
and recalls all firemen and apparatus to 


bd 


signal to ‘‘ limber up,’ 
the engine houses unless specially detailed for duty. 

4. Incase ofa serious fire the Engineers may cause a second 
alarm to be sounded from the nearest box. A second alarm is 
given by striking ten blows, followed by the box number. 

5. As box g, which is located on city hall, is still likely to be 
used for a general alarm, and to be pulled for a fire which is zo¢ 
in or near the Square, the Engineers will ring in a second alarm 
of four full rounds from this box, if there is a fire of any magni- 
tude near the Square. 

6. The old alarm on city hall will only be rung between 9g p. 
m. and 6 a. m. except in case of serious fire. 

7. Arrangements have been made with the Beaver Mills Co., 
and alarms of fire will be given on their whistle same as by the 
bells. 
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GENERAL RULES. 


Firemen, as well as citizens, should familiarize themselves 
with the following rules for giving alarms of fire: 

1. Never pull a box for a fire seen at a distance. 

2. Never pull a box while the alarm bells are ringing, nor 
until a box has completed its four (4) rounds. ‘Two boxes can- 
not operate together and neither will work if two are pulled at 
the same time. Never pull two alarms or two boxes for the same 
fire. ‘The Engineers will sound second alarms if necessary. 

3. To ring in an alarm, break the glass in the key box and 
open the outside box door with the key. Pull down the brass 
crank or hook, seen inside, three or four inches, ¢z¢/ zt stops, then 
let go. Then let the box alone. The clock work will be seen or 
heard to be running, and the alarm will follow in half a minute or 
so. Close the box and remove the key. 

4. Remember that the firemen will come Hearn to the box 
which has been pulled. See that they are directed to the fire, if 
necessary. 

TELEPHONE ALARMS. 


Box 6, which is located in the central telephone office, is the 
box which will be pulled to sound all alarms of fire sent in by 
telephone. When this box is pulled, firemen and others can as- 
certain the location of the fire from the telephone office. 

Do not send a telephone alarm if there is an alarm box within 
reasonable distance. Box alarms are always the surest and best. 
Telephones can seldom be used during thunder showers; the 
boxes can always be used. 

To send in a telephone alarm, call the central office. Tell the 
operator slowly first the ward, then the street and house where 
the fire is situated. The operator will repeat, ‘‘ Fire, Ward so 
and so, such street or house.” Answer, '‘‘ All right,” if you are 
correctly understood. If the fire is in South Keene or West. 
Keene, give that fact instead of the ward number. The operator 
will then leave the telephone and sound the alarm. 


CONCLUSION. 


I desire to extend my thanks to the Mayor and City Councils 
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for their kindness. I wish also to thank the Assistant Engineers 
for the aid and council they have given me. The officers and 
members of the companies deserve commendation for their ready 
response to all calls to duty, prompt attention to orders and gen- 
tlemanly conduct.
